LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 


(AP) — A U.N. airlift Friday 
flew seven American mission- 
aries and two children from the 
jungles 
east 
of 
Leopoldville 


where guerrillas have been on 
a rampage of murder and ar- 
son. 


Two U.N. helicopters and a 


plane carried them 300 miles 
from their burned-out mission 
in Kwilu Province 
to Lulua- 


bourg in the 
central 
Congo. 


Three 
Roman 
Catholic 
nuns 


were flown out with them. 


Crews of the two helicopters 


used in the first leg of the 
journey reported they ran into 
trouble when they landed. at the 
mission at Kandale, about half- 
way between Leopoldville and 
Luluabourg. 
Mission Burned 


Apparently the trouble 
was 


with marauders or the guerril- 
las themselves, but the report 
didn't say. But the crewmen re- 
ported there were no casualties 
"on either side." 


The mission at Kandale ap- 


parently was burned Thursday] 
and the Americans had to wait 
through the night for rescue.

Getting Our Money's 
Worth In Space 


Cut the space budget and the U.S. will not 


get a man on the moon by 1970, Congress is 
warned. The way NASA figures, nothing less 
than $5.3 billion in new money can keep the 
prospect alive for another year. 


For the present, most Congressmen are con- 


cerned more with getting back to Washington 
in '65 than in meeting any hmar target dates. 
In fact, one of their colleagues, Senator Ander- 
son, 
notes that solar radiation will he at peak 


in 1969 and therefore a delay might provide a 
contribution to safety. 


Threats are not new to the federal appro- 


priations process. In NASA's case the theme 
has been strained to tlie point of ineffectually. 


None of these factors would bear much 


weight if Congress had not lost some of its 
earlier enchantment with space projects. Dis- 
covery of fat, duplication and waste, including 
three overlapping plans to survey the moon, has 
produced a more critical point of view. 


Last year for the first time. Congress lopped 


S612 
million off NASA's budget. The fact that 


the space agency came back for only $141 mil- 
lion in supplementary appropriations indicates 
economies can be achieved. 


Reductions should be applied again this 


year, if only to get NASA into the habit of get- 
ting its money's worth for its huge outlays.

Moscow Con Veto 


In Wheeling. W. Va.. there is what seems at first 


fjlush to be an odd flurry of interest in something called 
the Midland Canal project. For a couple of billion dol- 
lars, they say. you could dig a tunnel through the wall 
of Ihe Alleghenics which would connect the eastward- 
flowing James River in Virginia with the northwest- 
flowing Kanawha River in West Virginia. With appro- 
priate locks and deepened channels, this would allow 


ocean-going ships to sail from Norfolk and Newport 
News on the Atlantic all the way lo the upper Mis- 
souri River. 
Eventually more tunnels could connect 


the headwater? nf the Missouri with the tributaries nf 
the Columbia—and we would have an ocean-to-occan 
waterway right through the heart of the United States. 
Our dependence on the Panama Canal wculd be 
lessened. 


Fantastic'.' 
Sure, it's fantastic. But. by utilizing 


nuclear blasting, which could be a cheap way of remov- 
ing rock and dirt, it might be done. 


Alas, under the terms of the Nuclear Test Ban 


Treaty, it will never be done. Not unless we can 
Ret the permission of the 100-odd nations that put 
their signatures to the Test Ban, promising never 
to indulge in a nuclear explosion above ground 
except bv permission of every single signatory. 


We can't say that we weren't warned, for Admiral 


Lewis Strauss, former head of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and Dr. Edward Teller, the "Father "of 
the H-bomb.' 
said last summer that the Test Ban 


would 
stop 
canal builders everywhere from 
using 


atomic power to cut the costs of excavation. While the 
Test Ban was under discussion in Washington Dr. 
Teller asked of our negotiators: "What -are the con- 
ditions under which peaceful applications, such as the 
digging of an isthmian sea-level canal, may be under- 
taken outside the territorial limits of the United States?" 
And Dr. Teller went on to warn the negotiators that 
even inside the continental limits of the U.S. the treaty 
would prevent the collapsing of carlh by atomic means, 
for some nuclear fall-out would be bound to escape. 


It would be much cheaper, of course, lo dig a ne\v 


sea-level canal at some poinl in Central America or 
even in the Tchuaiilepec region of Mexico than to con- 
nect the Atlantic w i t h the Pacific by water within the 
continental United States. 


The Panama Canal, with its small-size locks and 


its limited volume of water in Gatun Lake, will be on 
its way to obsolescence by 1980. which means that some- 
thing must be done soon to kick off a new project if 
west coast South American nations like Chile and Peru 
and Asiatic maritime nations like Japan are to be kept 
in the stream of expanding work! commerce. 
Canals 


could be dug through a swampy region of Colombia 
.just below the Panama border, or across Panama 
from 
Caledonia Ray not far from Colombia on the 


Caribbean Sea. or along the \icaraguan-Costa Rican 
border, or across the Tchuantepec isthmus in Mexico, 
or even parallel fo the existing canal from Colon on 
the Caribbean side lo Panama City and Balboa. The 
Panama Caledonia-Bay-to-the-Pacific project would cost 
about 5500 million dollars if atomic explosives were 
used. A Nicaragua!! canal would cost ahou'. SI.5 billion 
with nuclear blasting, but it would involve lake drain- 
age that would hurt the present economy of Nicaragua. 


Any 
now 
canal 
blasted 
by 
cheap atomic 


methods, which would shave the cost of conven- 
tional blasting and digging by as much as ciehtv 
per cent, could be made a hemisphere project 
^ that would, at (he same time, respect whatever 
™ territorial sovereignty happened to be involved. But 


any signatory of the Test Ban could veto the 
business if it chose. 
A word from Khrushchev In
